Greenville, Ill., Resident Escapes With 
Two Fractured Ribs and Scalp 
and Arm Wounds, 

Charles Wahrenhahle, 56 years old, of 
Greenville, Ill, was carried 100 yards, 
with the wreckage of his automobile, 
on the pilot of a Louisville & Nashville 
engine which struck the machine shortly 
before 6 o’clock last night at French 
Village, lll.

TRUSTS WIFE SHOT 
WIT MAN IN HOTEL 


Mrs. F. C. Leduc of Chicago Re- 
covering in Philadelphia Hospi- 
tal—Wounded by Woman. . 


COMPANION WAS _ KILLED 


Assailant Then Ended Life— 
- Chicagoan Says Fifteen-Year 
Marriage Was Happy. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 28.—Hurryin:z 
to the bedside of his wife, the one sur- 
vivor in the triple shooting in the Hotel 
Walton here early yesterday, J. C. Le- 
duc of Chicago, well known amatetir 
today said that he had every 
confidence in her loyalty to him and 


that he would stick to her through all 
her trouble. 

Mrs. Leduc is in Jefferson Hospital. 
She was improved today and physicians 
Said she would recover unless complica- 
tions set in. She was shot by Mrs, 
Harry Belzer of New York, who found 
her and J. C. Graveur, also of New 
York, in a hotel room. Mrs. Belzer 
iilied Graveur, who had discarded her 
after a friendship of two years, and ails» 
erded her own life. 

Says Married Life Was Happy. 

Leduc told of a happy married life of 
15 years and his implicit trust in his 
wife. He said he had known Graveur 
19 years. He had never heard his wife 
Speak of him. Mrs..Leduc, he said, left 
Chicago for New York about two weeks 
ago to visit her nephew and his wife 
He had letters from her every day. 

Leduc asked how Graveur and his 
wife had registered at the hotel and 
when told ‘‘as man and wife” his face 
grew grave. 

“That was the work of Graveur and 
I am sure Lillian did not know it,’’ he 
exclaimed. 

' At the hospital Leduc told his wife to 
cheer up, that he would forgive her and 
take her back to Chicago. 

Mrs. Leduc told the story of the 
shooting and events leading up to it 
to her husband in the presence of de- 
tectives. She said she came to Phila- 
delphia by train and not by automobile, 
as reported, to see her nephew and his 
baby, recently born. She denied that 
she had traveled’to various. cities with 
Graveur and suggested that her iden- 
tity had been confused with that of Mrs. 
Belzer. 

The wounded woman said Graveur 
told her he had come to Philadelphia 
with Mrs. Belzer and then persuaded 
her to go back to New York. Accord- 
ing to Mrs. Leduc, Graveur called up 
Mrs. Leduc’s New York address by tel- 
ephone and learned that she had gone 
to Philadelphia to see her nephew. He 
was given the address and later he met 
her. 

Went to Room for Handbag. 

The same evening, Mrs. Leduc said, 

they went to a theater, then supper and 
a dance on the roo. garden of the ho- 
tel was suggested. Mrs. Leduc said she 
did not want to be encumbered with her 
handbag and at Graveur's suggestion 
she said she left it in his room on the 
floor below. Mrs. Leduc further said 
she intended returning to New York 
that night, and after the dance she went 
with Graveur to his room for the sole 
purpose of getting the handbag. As 
they returned, Mrs. Leduc said, Mrs. 
Belzer, who, Graveur thought he had 
induced to return to New York, jumped 
from a closet and began shooting. Mrs 
Mann, sister of Mrs. Leduc, corroborat- 
ed Mrs. Leduc’s story that she came 
to Philadelphia to visit relatives. 
Miss McAndrew, sister of Mrs. Belzer 
who came here today to claim the body 
of Mrs. Belzer, said Mrs. Leduc’s state- 
ment that Mrs. Belzer had come here 
with Graveur was not true. 

Mrs. Leduc, the husband said, has 
been studying operatic singing for .v 
years. Before her marriage she was 
Lillian Kappes of Cincinnati, where her 
mother now lives. 

Graveur, according to investigations 
made by the police, left New York on 
an automobile tour Sept. 12, while on 
Sept. 19 a ‘“‘Mrs. Le Duc, Chicago,” 
registered at the Hotel Theresa in that 
city.

Strike at Curtis Plant Discloses 
Movement Aimed to Win 
8-Hour Day. 


RAILROADS NOT INCLUDED 
International Union Official 
Here—Factories Engaged in 
Munition Contracts Chiefly 
Affected. 


The strike of machinists in the 
plant of the Curtis & Co. Manufac- 
turing Co., at Wellston, and the threat 
of a strike in the four plants of the 
Wagner Electric Co., are manifesta- 


tions of an effort of union organi- 
zers to unionize the machinists of 
St. Louis while their services con- 
tinue in great demand for the mapr- 
ufacture of munitions of war. 

William Hannon, a member of the 
general executive board of the Inter- 
national Machinists’ Association, has 
come here from San Francisco to 
aid local officers of the union in the 
effort to get as many machinists as 
possible into the union, and then to 
obtain concessions from employers by 
strikes if necessary, and establish the 
union shop here. The union headquar- 
ters is at 810 Chestnut street. 

Hannon would not talk about his 
plans to a Post-Dispatch reporter who 
saw him this morning, but another 
union official, Secretary Parmeter of the 
local branch, made it clear that the pres 
ent effort had no relation to the many 
machinists employed in railroad repair 
shops here. These railroad machinists. 
he said, are in a separate 4Gistrict of 
the international organization. From 
other sources it was learned that the 
movement is practically limited to em- 
ployes of firms manufacturing munitions 
of war. 

Strikes in Uther Cities. 

Signs posted in the union head- 
quarters state that machinists’ strikes 
are in progress in Buffalo, Cincinnati, 
Milwaukee and Akron, O., as well as 
in St. Louis. 

Cards which are being distributed 
among machinists bear a picture 
showing the figure of “Opportunity,” 
knoeking at the door. of the sleeping 
machinist. The opportunity as the 
accompanying reading matter shows, 
consists of the demand for machin- 
ists’ services in the making of mu- 
nitions. 

“Now, while there are more jobs than 
machinists,’’ the card reads, ‘‘is the time 
to organize and get what belongs tu 
you—the eight-hour day and a mechan- 
ic’s pay. The International Association 
of Machinists has secured this for 
thousands; we will get -—. Oe 
thousands more. Do you want to be 
one of them? If so, join the eight-hou.: 
boosters.”’ The fee for initiation or re- 
instatement of a machinist is $3, for a 
specialist, $2. 

A union machinist, who would no: 
permit the use of his name, said the 
strike at the Curtis plant was called for 
the ‘“‘moral effect” it might have on the 
Wagner company, which employs a to- 
tal of 3650 men, and which is largely en- 
gaged in the munitions business. He ex. 
plained that the Curtis factory makes 
castings, which are sent to the Wagner 
company to be polished and finished, and 
that if the Curtis castings should § - 
branded as a nonunion product, the 
Wagner union machinists might refuse 
to handle them, thus causing a strike 
there, 

No Estimate on Strength, 

B. F. Lamb, business agent, and Sec- 
retary Parmeter are in local charge 
of the movement. They have refused to 
make any statement as to the number 
o: union machinists, saying they desire, 
for the present, to let the employers 
exercise their talents for guessing as tu 
how many of their men would walk ou? 
i2 event of a strike. The officials of 
the Wagner and Curtis companies have 
refused to say anything for publication, 
but the Curtis company and the Fay- 
ette R. Plumb Co., in letters to Sheriff 
Bede of St. Louis County, have asked 
protection for their establishments. 

The Plumb firm employs a compara- 
tively small number of machinists, ani 
it could not be learned, by inquiry in 
the neighborhood yesterday, that any of 
the Plumb machinists had quit work. 
Estimates of the number out at the 
Curtis plant vary from 4 to 70.

Cleveland Expected to. Show 
|. 425,000. Names—Compara- . 
tive School Enrollment Made. 


While Detroit is preening itself on 
the optimistic estimate of its popula- 
tion made by a directory publisher and 
is claiming nearly as many inhabitants 


for the fall election are interesting. For 
good measure, Cleveland may be in- 
cluded. 

The number of names of St. Louis 
voters enrolled in four registration days 
last week was 172,264. Of these names, 
170,000 or more are expected to remain 
on the books after the revision of the 
lists Oct. 13. Dispatches to the Post- 
Dispatch say the Detroit fegistration 
is approximately 126,700, and that Cleve- 
land’s registration, which will be mere- 
ly a revision of last year’s registration, 
is expected to show about 125,000 names 
The present figures for Cleveland is 
119,328. ° 

Detroit, however, makes a better com- 
parative showing in enrollment of pub- 
lic school children, It is stated that the 
enrollment this year is approximately 
§3,000. The-enrollment in the St. Louis 
public schools, up to Sept. 18, was 86,869. 
The Celveland school figures sent in re- 
sponse to the Post-Dispatch’s request, 
are of no value for comparison, as they 
include private and parochial schools. 

The new Detroit directory, out Sept. 
9, contained an estimate of the pop- 
ulation of Detroit as 820,778. The 
population estimate made, in the us- 
ual directory manner, from the num- 
ber of names in the latest St. Louis 
directory, is 874,856. In census years 
directory estimates are much larger 
than the official figures.

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“TANK” RUNS OUT OF GAS 
IN GERMAN LINES, BUT IS 
INFANTRYMEN 


Germans Swarm Over Stalled “Land Ship” 
Trying in Vain to Get Into It— Another 
Monster Finishes a Cellar.

BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE, Sept 
27, midnight.—In the lull which has oc- 
curred after the great two days’ battle, 
in which five villages and 5000 prisoners 
were taken by the allies, the correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press has had an 
opportunity to glean many stories from 
the participants in the struggle. These 
stories were not only of courage and 
heroism, but of a humor and paradox 
possible only in such complicated and 
remorseless warfare. 

The most wonderful of all the tales 
tela was perhaps that of one of the 
“tanks,” or new armored motor Cars, 
which started for Berlin on its own ac- 
count. This monstrous land ship, after 
ambling and rumbling along, did not 
wait on the infantry after the taking of 
Gueudecourt, but plodded over shell 
holes and across lots looking for its prey 
like some prehistoric lizard. In course 
of time it found a German trench, but 
us it engaged the occupants with its 
machine gun it ran out of gasoline. 

When the Germans found this strange 
creature with its steel hide impene- 
trable to bullets stalled, their curiosity 
and anxiety for revenge was fiflip to 
their courage. They went after it with 
the avidity of prehistoric mien stalking 
a wounded mammoth whose bulk was 
fast in one of the alleys of the cave 
dwellers. No guch game was ever seen 
on this Western front, marked as it has 
been by all kinds of bizarre fighting. 

Germans Swarm Over It, 

According to the accounts given by the 
British officers with veracious solemnity, 
.while the tank’s machine gun blazed 
right and left, some of the Germans 
managed to creep along the trenches un- 
der the forelegs and hindlegs of the 
crouching beast. Then they swarmed 
over it looking for an opening through 
which to strike at its vitals. They fired 
their rifles into joints and bombed it all 
over, but to no more avail than burglars 
trying to reach the inside of a battleship 
turret with a jimmy. AH the while the 
tank’s machine guns kept busy at the 
human targets in reach while its crew, 
chosen daredevils, concluded to stick un- 
til they starved or the Germans found 
the proper can opener to get them out. 

Finally, the British infantry _in the 
rear, seeing the tank in distress, re- 
fused to wait on any General's orders 
that they should remain at the objective 
which they had gained. They were out 
to save that impounded tank and with 
a cheer they rushed the Germans and 
overwhelmed them. When the crew 
heard the laughing and shouting in En- 
glish they opened the door and called 
out: “We are all right if you will only 
get us some more juice so that the old 
girl can have a guzzie of her proper 
drink, and we can take the road again.”

left behind 20 dead Germans, accord- 
ing to its commander. 
Tank Finishes a Cellar. 

Another tank which did well in this 
fight assisted in the taking of Thiep- 
val. There was once a chateau in 
Thievpal. The cellar is still there, 
roofed by the remains of the dwelling 
bricks, stone and mortar in a thick 
shell of pounded debris which protected 
it from penetration by even nine and 12- 
inch high explosives. Here the Germans 
waited, smoking their mild cigars and 
drinking soda water which was ‘brought 
up through shell-proof underground 
tunnels, while the ruins over their 
heads were belabored vainly by the 
British artillery. They had the sense of 
security of an early Kansas settler when 
he went below and closed his cellar door 
during a cyclone. Of course they had a 
machine gun ready to welcome the Brit- 
ish infantry instantly ‘that the British 
bombardment, stopped. When that gun 
began rattling, Mr.-Thomas Atkins took 
cover and discovered ways and means 
of silencing it. His meditations were 
interrupted by the appearance of a 
tank, which, with elephantine delibera- 
tion, lumbered across the trenches and, 
dipping its vertebrated ponderosity in 
and out of the shell holes, made a quick 
finish of the cellar and ite occupants. 

The tanking of Thiepval and the Zol- 
lern redoubt, which lies between it and 
Courcelette, was a wonderful business.

Universal Military Training. » 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 28.—General 
sessions of the American Bankers’ Ass2- 
ciation, in annual convention here this 
week, were opened today at convention 
hall with an attendance, according to 
figures given out at the registration 
beadquarters, well in excess of 4000. 

The president, James K Lynch of San 
Francisco, deJivered an address in whic 1 
he discussed the Federal. reserve ac: 
end national defense. : 

So far as the bankers are concerned, 
the most important subject of the day is 
the operation of the Federal reserve 
act, said President Lynch. Criticism 
of the reserve banks has come from 
cifferent sources. To objectors Lyncn 
pointed out that conditions for two 
years past have been abnormal and fur- 
rsh no evidence of what the reserve 
System could do, but that much has 
already been accomplished. Bank ac- 
ceptances for the first time have been 
made possible as credit instruments «n 
connection with the import and export 
of merchandise, the dollar credit is 
making its way in South America and 
in the Orient, and national banks are 
opening branches in foreign countries. 

“The Federal reserve act,’’ he said, 
“ras made the financial organization 01 
this country possible, and the prelim- 
inary steps to that end have already 
been taken. This, to my mind, is the 
gsteat reason why the bankers should 
work with the act and not against it.’ 

Frank A. Vanderlip of New York, in 
addressing the convention, said: 

“I believe the greatest need of the day 
—and a need so fundamental as to make 
other matters inconsequential in com- 
parison—is the need of universal mili- 
tary, industrial and economic prepared- 
ness.’”’ 

He asked for training in military serv- 
ice for all men, greater savings by all 
classes and greater efficiency in indus- 
trial pursuits. 

“I once thought you could count uni- 
versal military service as an economic 
waste,’”’ he said. ‘I feel confident, in 
the light of events of the last two 
ycars, that it is not only a military ne- 
cessity of superlative importance, but 
that our national life would draw a unity 
which could be obtained in no other 
way.”’ 4 

Vanderlip scarcely touched upon the 
banking business except to say that h:« 
believed the Federal reserve act ‘‘em- 
bodies sound fundamental principles, the 
free working of which, however, has 
been entangled and hampered in its in- 
ception by political considerations and 
administrative attitude.’’

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TOURS STEEL DISTT 


Tariff His Chief Theme in First 
Day of Campaign in 
Pennsylvania. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 28.—Chariles E. 
Hughes went through the big steel-mak- 
ing district of Pittsburg yesterday, ad- 
dressed thousands of workingmen who 


left their work to hear him, returned 
to the city at night, covered with dust, 
and ended the firgt day of his cam- 
paign in Pennsylvania with a speech in 
the Music Hall of the Pittsburg Ex- 
position. 

The chief theme in al] the addresses 
was the protective tariff. To an audi- 
ence of thousands of workmen at the 
Homestead Steel plant he declared that 
present conditions of prosperity would 
not endure in the days when Europe 
would’ be at peace unless thé United 
States should adopt a protective tariff. 
To an audience that jammed the Music 
Hall he repeated this statement. In his 
night address he aldo dwelt at length 
upon his views on the Adamson Dill, 
the administration’s policy toward Mex- 
ico, the shipping bill and what he 
termed extravagant claims made by the 
administration for having aided busi- 
ness. 

The nominee spoke from a platform 
upon which were seated Republican and 
Progressive leaders who have opposed 
each other in the State during the past 
four years. On his way here from 
Cleveland he was met and escorted to 
this city by Senators Oliver and Pen- 
rose and by William Flinn, the latter a 
former Progressive leader. Alexander P. 
Moore was among those on the platform | 
last night. In his speech Hughes em- 
phasized his belief that the Republican 
party was reunited. 

Mr. Hughes spoke chiefly of the 
protective tariff. He found on reach- 
ing the fair grounds that seats in the 
grand stand which his platform faced 
had been sold, some of them three 
weeks in advance for the trotting 
races. The crowd was permitted to 
stand on the race track and the nom- 
inee turned his back to the grand 
Stand to address them. 

Thousands who had bought cheaper 
seats in the stand were unable to 
hear him. Mr. Hughes assailed the 
administration vigorously for. the 
Adamson law. extravagance, and 
“broken pledges”. He reiterated his 
declaration for enforcement of Amer- 
ican rights. The crowd applauded 
frequently. 


HUGHES SPEAKS AT STATE 
FAIR AT TRENTON, N, J. 


TRENTON, N. J., Sept. 28.—Charles_E. 
Hughes today addressed an audience at 
the State fair here. He reached Tren- 
ton at 10 a. m. from Pittsburg where he 
spoke last night, and: motored to the 
fair grounds. There he held a pubtic 
reception for an hour, afterward speak- 
ing from the Judges’ stand at the race 
track. 

With him on the stand were successfu’ 
and defeated Republican candidates for 
various offices at Tuesday’s primary 
election.

TERMINAL CONNECTION 


Tracks Joined at St. Louis 
End of Company’s Bridge. 


JEFFERSON, CITY, Mo., Sept. 28.— 
The St. Louis Blectric Railway Co., 
which is the St. Louis division of 
the McKinley interurban system, to- 
day renewed its effort to obtain a 
connection with the Terminal Rail- 
road Association’s tracks at the St. 
Louis end of the McKinley bridge. 

Henry I. Green of Champaign, IIl., 
counsel for the McKinley’ system, 
filed with the State Publie Service 
Commission an application for an or- 
der authorizing the connecting of the 
McKinley tracks with those of the 
Terminal and apportioning the cost 
betweent the two systems. The pe- 
tition names the Unity Realty Co. 
as a subsidiary of the Terminal. 

The Public Service Commission an- 
nounced that it would allow ten days 
for the filing of an answer by the 
Terminal. 

It is alleged in the petition that the 
McKinley system does a large busi- 
ness in hauling freight from Illinois 
and Indiana points, but has never 
been able to maintain adequate ter- 
minal facilities in St. Louis. 


Terminal Opposed Attempt to Have 
Connection Authorized Three 
Years Ago. 


The McKinley system about three 


|passed in the Municipal Assembly au- 
thorizing it to connect its tracks with 
those of the Terminal in the Hall street 
yards in North St. Louis. The bill was 
defeated. The Terminal opposed the 
measure on the ground that it would be 
required to handle the McKinley sys- 
tem freight on this side of the river 
without receiving any of the arbitrary 
rate charged for bringing it across the 
McKinley bridge. Under those circum- 
Stances, the Terminal said, the service 
would be unremunerative. 

The arbitrary charge on coal brought 
across the McKinley bridge is 10 cents a 
ton. This is only half the charge made 
on the Terminal bridges, but it covers 
delivery to the end of the bridge, and 
hauling from that point. must be done 
by the shippers.

Martine was one of the trio of “Three 
Jims” — Senators James O'Gorman, 
James Reed and James Martine—two 
years ago, when a combination was 
formed to defeat the confirmation of} 
several of the President's nominees. 
Martine’s great ‘“‘sin’” against the ad- 
ministration has been his opposition to 
the President’s nominations. As a rule, 
he voted for legislative measures pro- 
posed or supported by the President.

He opposed the Gore résolution 
to warn Americans to stay off of mer- 
chant ships of belligerent nations.

County Court Doubts Authority to 
Expend Money From General 
Fund for Purpose. 

The inability of the St. Louis County 
Court to market $520,000 good road bonds, 
pending an injunction suit filed by 
Thomas K. Skinker, has stopped the 
taking of traffic censuses to determine 
what materials should be used on each 

road. 

The first census was taken in March, 
the cost, about $1000, being paid out of 
the general road fund by the County 
Court. John Wiethaupt, presiding Judge, 
said today that the Court doubte1 
whether it could so expend the general 
road funds without making the members 
personally lable. 

Four censuses were to have been 
taken, one in each season of the year. 
Each census was to extend over a sev- 
en-day period. Judge Wiethaupt said 
that all phases of roadbuilding in the 
county would be at a standstill! until 
the litigation is over.

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PAYING OUR DEBTS ABROAD. 

During the year ending July 31 last, stocks, 
bonds, notes, receivers’ certificates and other se- 
curities of 105 American railroads have been re- 
turned here from abroad to the amount of $807,- 
881,666. | 

As they are repurchased by Americans from 
foreigners, those of the securities which called for 
payments of principal or interest in francs or 
pounds are changed to call for payments in Amer- 
ican dollars. 

This total takes no account of railroad securi- 
ties included In the $250,000,000 of American se- 
curities deposited here by the British Government 
as collateral for a loan. And, of course, dealing 
only with railroad securities, it does not include 
the vast amount of American industrial, mining 


and other securities returned. 


The figures were prepared by President L. F. 


Loree of the Delaware & Hudson Co. and the 
items in the total are given in detail. 
we have all known that large amounts of the huge 
capital Europe had furnished to America in past 
years of national development were being re- 
turned since the opening of the war, but statistics 
cf approximate exactness increase appreciation of 
the magnitude of the movement.

% of our securities of all kinds owned abroad and 
on which the interest was about $100,000,000 a 
year, have been repurchased, at least a third of 
the aggregate in foreign hands, and at the close of 
the war billions more, including those now locked 
up in Central Europe, may be expected to come 
back. 


The repurchase of all would mean that in round 


numbers a quarter of a Dillion dollars that has 
heretofore been going abroad every year to pay 
interest wolud be retained in this country—a 
highly tmportant factor in economics.

WHAT THE BELGIANS ARE DOING. 
In an interview which King Albert granted the 


Paris Siecle, he expressed his desire that the 
world at large should know that Belgium is still 
fighting) Among the salient points in the inter- 
view are the following: 


Being only eighty odd thousand strong, we 
are not often singled out for specific mention; 
mor can we, expatriated as we practically are, 
40 full justice to our cause and feelings. But 
you will always know that we have been in 
the fray, when you hear of fighting around 
Steenstraete or Bosinghe. We would have an 
army from a quarter to a half a million men, 
if all those who are anxious to join their 
colors were permitted to do so. Byt they ara 
terrorized into staying at home, and bodily 
held back from their duty and desires. 
Asked what he thought of the prospects for an 


early peace, he said: “The subject still is prema- 
ture; though there certainly is the dawn of peace 
quite apparent.” 


About post-bellum conditions King Albert re- 


fused to be quoted; but he said in substance, more 
by way of warding off the question, that there 
was clearly a revulsion of sentiment among the 
warring peoples, “among the people themselves,” 
and that, likely, six months after the declaration 
of peace, most people in Europe would have for- 
} gotten the years of terror “in the frantic endeavor 
to recuperate.from their personal losses.”

cept as far as the colonies were concerned; and |

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ON WITH THE MAJOR DANCE. 
Judge Lamm’s questions with regard to the 


State revénues are particularly pertinent in view 
of Gov. Major’s defense of his administration. 

Gov. Major says the Legislature over-appropri- 
ated the revenue about $4,000,000. He held up 
more than $2,000,000 which were due the institu- 
tions and departments, with the understanding 
that if the revenue did not make up the defi- 
ciency by Jan. 1 he could hold up the balance, so 
that the appropriations’ would not exceed the 
revenue and there would be no deficiency. 

While there may be no deficiency in the books, 
there will be a deficiency in fact. The State in- 
stitutions and departments will be deprived of 
needed funds. The State owes the money and 
the financial failure is glaring. 

Judge Lamm asks how much money the State 
owes the penitentiary, the university, the deaf 
and dumb asylum, the colony for feeble-minded 
and other institutions. He asks how much has 
been borrowed for these institutions and for crim- 
inal costs. 

The facts might change the glowing aspect of 
the record of economy and interest-saving which 
Gov. Major paints for the delectation of the un- 
thinking. If the money for the new capitol were 
substracted, the record he gives would be differ- 
ent. 

Gov. Major gloats over the increased payment 
of funds for the public schools under his admin- 
istration. The record would not look so good if 
the administration had not been caught at the 
critical moment taking money out of the school 
funds to make up the deficiency. in the general 
revenue, 

The Governor stands pat on his dancing plat- 
form. He says he has danced all his life and 
will keep on dancing. The wisdom of his resolu- 
tion is manifest in his record of failure in execu- 
tive capacity. “On with the dance; let joy be 
unrefined.” as 
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St. Louis should. not cease to be fired with a 
zeal to prevent smoke waste. 
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ONE KIND OF EFFICIENOY. 
Temporarily, .at least, the efficiency system 
seems wel] fixed to free the hands of politicians 
in the distribution of pie. If we understand the 
conclusions of the Efficiency Board the work 
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of testing applicants for office is largely aban- 
doned until the offices shall be classified and 
standardized. The heads of departments are em- 
powered to promote subordinates. The rules gen- 
erally are relaxed in favor of quick and easy ap- 
pointments. 

The hope that this sort of arrangement will 
work for efficiency of government instead of 
efficiency of the political machine is faint. The 
situation seems highly favorable to the spoilsmen 
and the machine bosses. 

Let us not judge the charter until it has been 
tried with the sincere purpose of developing its 
best points; until high capacity and singleness 
of aim has been applied to utilize its provisions 
for economical and efficient public service. 
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The lazy man is especially delighted to read 
that rest is an important part of the treatment 
for high blood-pressure.

When the Republican spellbinders begin to talk

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JUDGE RIDICULES | 


Declares in Bar Association 
Speech That Rules of Evidence 
Should Be Changed. 


Qe 

The idea that husband and wife 
are one was declared to be “a mere 
fiction,” in a paper read before the 
Missouri Bar Association, at the Mer- 
cantile Club this morning, by Circuit 
Judge Frank ®. Divelbiss of Rich- 
mond. 

Judge Divelbiss, whose campaign 
against tax-dodgers in his North- 
west Missouri circuit attracted wide 


‘attention a few years ago, attacked 


two rules of evidence, firmly estab- 
lished in the courts of this State, 
in his paper on “Some Needed Changes 
in the Rules of Evidence.” 

The rules to which he took excep- 
tion are, first, that the testimony 
of husband and wife shall not be re- 
ceived for or against each other, ex- 
cept in certain narrowly restricted 
circumstances; and sencond, that the 
statement of dying persons may be 
repeated as ovinenee only in homi- 
cide cases. 


Ridicules Court Decision. 
He said that, while verbal abuse 
and insults are a recognized ground 
for divorce, yet the courts of Missou- 
ri will not permit a husband or a4 
wife to repeat the abusive epithets, 
insulting remarks or false charges 
made by the other party to the mar- 
riage. Such offenses, he said, are 
seldom committed except when hus- 
band ond wife are alone He ridiculed 
the decision, given in such a& case, 
that admission of such testimony 
vould disturb conjugal happiness and 
mar the peace and hamony of the 
home. What kind of peace and har- 
mony, he asked, can prevail in homes 
where abusive words and revolting 
accusations are bandied about? 
Judge Divelbiss then asked why 
husband and wife should not be per- 
mitted to testify in any case involv- 
ing the other. He examihed tho rea- 
sons given for decisions to the con- 
trary, and said that “The unity of 
husband and wife, so much prated 
about at the common law, has al- 
ways been a mer fiction.” 
This idea, he said, has no place “in 
jurisdictions where the modern statutes 
are in force, emancipating married wom- 
en from the rigor and tyranny of the 
common law.” 
It has been urged, he said, that hus- 
band or wife could not be depended 
upon to tell the truth where the inter- 
est of the marital partner was at stake. 
“It is a poor estimate that the courts 
of Missouri place upon the womanhood 
of this State,”” he declared, “‘when they 
say that because a citizen is the plain- 
tiff in a replevin suit for a muley cow 
or a runty pig, his wife should be coa- 
clusively presumed to Hie if she goes 
on the witness stand.”’ 
He commended a ruling of the Spring- 
field Court of Appeals, by which a wife, 


in an alienation suit filed by her hus- 
band, was permitted to tell of her rela- 


tions with the defendant in the suit. 
He asked why this ruling should not be 
extended to cases of other kinds, where 
such testimony might help in determin- 
ing the truth. 

The same reasons which shdquld 
make it permissable for husband and 
wife to testify in behalf of each 
other should permit them to testify 
against each other, Judge Divelbiss 
said. He argued against the idea 
that, if a wife should give testimony 
against her husband, he would drive 
her from home. He said he had 
never heard of such a result in a 
case of father and son, who are re- 
auired to testify in cases involving 
each other. 


Recommends Coura 

As to the “dying declarations” rule, 
Judge Divelbiss argued that if such 
declarations are to be received as 
evidence when human life is at stake, 
they may well be considered in cases 
involving dollars and dimes. 

Throughout his talk, Judge Divel- 
biss condemned the doctrine of stare 
decisis, that is, of unvarying adher- 
ence to precedent, in so far as it af- 
fects the law of evidence. “No man 
can have a property right fn any rule 
of evidence,” he said. “When the 
courts find they have fallen into er- 


should have the courage to say so and 
repudiate it.” 
He said the Springfield Court of Ap- 
cope took a “progressive and courage- 
ous step” when it recently refused to re- 
verse a misdemeanor conviction on the 
ground that the record of the case failed 
to state that the defendant had been ar- 
raigned and had pleaded not guilty. The 
Supreme Court had for years held that 
such a defect in the record was ground 
for a réversal, even when it could be 
shown that the defendant had been duly 
arraigned, had pleaded not guilty and 
had had the benefit of all his legal privi- 
leges. The Legislature, he said, has 
repeatedly been asked to pass a statute 
as to this matter, but has failed to do 
80. 
Dean Eldon R. James of the University 
of Missouri Law School, made the sec- 
ond address of the morning session. His 
subject was “The Changing Laws.” 
United States Judge Henry D. Gjayton 
of Alabama was scheduled for the prin- 
cipal address at the afternoon session, 
on “Uniformity in Procedure at Law in 
Federal Courts."’ 
A resolution, opposed almost unani- 
mously by the country lawyers, recom- 
mending that applicants for admission 
to practice be required to have at least 
three years’ schooling either in a law 
school or in the office of a lawyer eligi- 
ble to practice in the Supreme Court, 
was passed by a vote of 36 to 30.

One 
such little play as this, to any normal 
seeker of stage entertainment, is worth 
half a dozen pretentious or designedly 
suggestive comedies as have lately been 
eibowing their way into the theater. 

Miss Fay Bainter in the heroine role, 
a new actress, gave an uncommoniv 
clever performance. The humor and 
sentiment of the character she mingled 
delightfully. Every passing emotion she 
expressed in her mobile countenance, 
apd there were real delicacy and charm 
in her acting. Cyril Scott, in the oppo- 
site part, had one of these genial, plaus- 
itie, mannerly characters which he al- 
ways acts so well. Henry Vogel was 
quite delightful as the bluff German 
General, and J. Malcolm Dunn was di- 
verting as the Lieutenant.
